Immigration Comirlsloner Williams 
had had a warrant for Turner’s arrest 
for the past fiv e weeks.

from city to city preaching anarchy, 
and though trailed b y a mimer of se­ 
cret sendee detectiv es, he was not 
apprehended until last night. 
Emma 
Goldman sat on the platform with 
Turner and denounced his arm it, b ut 
uiged the crowd 
to leav e the hall 
without making a demonstration. 
The police confiscated a lot of an­ 
archistic circulars and cards which

We clip from th# Indiana Bulletin of 
State Charities and Correction the fol­ 
lowing extract of a report concerning 
the poor houses and jails of the State, 
which is v ery complimentary to Rush 
county: 
** “ Report for six months ending June 
30, 1903. 
During this time the much 
needed and talked of improv ements hav e 
beeu going on at the Coanty Poor 
Asylum. 
When we v isited there first, 
one v t ar ago, it appeared as if ev ery­ 
thing was needed for comfort and con­ 
v enience. It is a pleasure to note the 
increased interest of our Commissioners 
and the changes which this interest has 
brought about at the asylum. 
During 
the year new hardwood floors hav e been 
laid in all the hall wav e, the plastering 
has been repaired and all the walls in 
halls and rooms painted, also the floors 
of the latter. 
Gutters and dowu-spots 
hav e beeu put in order, the buildings 
hav e beeu repainted and new cement 
walks laid. 
Three bath tabs hav e been 
put in and the buildings piped for water. 
At present a new derrick and water 
t« ys|Are being erected. 
A new orchard 
aud about three acres of small fruit was 
set out in the spring. 
There are at 
present 2 0 inmates, Three deaths hav e 
oecured daring the six mouths. The 
Board has beeu well pleased with the 
management of Mr. Newhouse, aud are 
glad to know he has been elected for 
another term. 
There has been better drainage pro­ 
v ided for the cellar at the jail, the 
plumbing put iu better condition and 
heav y gratings placed ov er the windows. 
There hav e been ov er three hundred 
commitments to the jail during the 
year, three-fourths of these for drunken­ 
ness and disorderly conduct, the result 
of drinking intoxicating liquors.” Those 
who run may read the lesson.
